The subject report is provided for your information on previous
storage, use, and diaposal of chemicals and hazardous waste aboard
Camp Lejeune. This study has been developed under the Navy
Assessment and Control of Installation Pollutants (NACIP) Program.
Initial screening has been completed for 76 potential sites to

"determine those sites requiring further study.

The study concludes that while none of the 76 sites pose an immed-
iate threat to human health or the environment, 22 sites warrant
further investigation to assess potsatial long-term impacts. A
confirmation study of these sites, which are described in the
enclosure, is currently underway with a target complstion date of
1 October 1985. This study will include field inveatigations with
detailed physical and chemical monitoring to confirm or deny the
pressnce of contamination or a health hazard, and to quantify the
extent of any problems that might exist. The need for performing
mitigation actions or clean-up operations at thess sites can then
be addressed.
